In the second full year of the 
law, Edmonton police issued 
13 per cent more tickets for 
distracted driving, a clear 
sign they believe that drivers 
aren’t hanging up. 

In 2012, police issued 
4,613 tickets and last year 
that number rose to 5,200. 

Const. Jeff Sliwa, with the 
traffic enforcement unit, said 
people seem comfortable tak¬ 
ing the chance on getting a 
ticket. 

“We see a lot of holding 
the phone and putting it on 
speakerphone and people 
thinking that’s legal, which 
it’s not,” he said. 

Sliwa patrols major free¬ 
ways like the Whitemud and 


Yellowhead and he said he’s 
stunned at how often he en¬ 
counters people texting at 
high speeds. 

“Looking down and go¬ 
ing 105 or 110 kilometers 
an hour by the time you are 
looking up you have probably 
covered a football field,” he 
said. 

Edmonton police’s Curb 
the Driver program encour¬ 
ages people to call 911 when 
they spot a driver who ap¬ 
pears impaired behind the 
wheel. 

Sliwa said they still en¬ 
courage people to call 911, 
but they have encountered

some drivers who appear im¬ 
paired, but are actually only 
in an intoxicating conversa¬ 
tion. 

“You still got all the indica¬ 
tions: The swerving, the slow¬ 
ing down, the speeding up 
and the not paying attention 
and then we get there and 
they are sober,” he said. 

Several police chiefs in the 
province have called for the 
province to add demerits to 
the current $172 fine. 

Reached by Metro earlier 
this week, a spokesperson for 
the Transportation Minister 
noted tickets and convictions 
were up provincewide, but 
she suggested more evidence 
is needed before her boss ups 
the ante. 

“At this point he’s not pre¬ 
pared to look at introducing 
demerits,” Christine Way 
said. “If there’s evidence in 
the next year or so that the 
rates aren’t going down and 
people aren’t getting the 
message then he’d be willing 
to consider stiffer fines as a 
first step.”

When Brook Weinrich first 
heard of Neknomination, she 
wasn’t impressed.

Society (SCARS).

Instead of drinking 
alcohol, they’ll do something 
good,” said Weinrich, who 
has now nominated two more 
friends to perform a random 
act of kindness. 

While Weinrich opted out 
of the game, Dr. James Talbot,

any Alberta student who may 
chose to go ahead with the 
Neknomination.

You should 
have somebody who knows 
CPR, you should have immedi¬ 


ate access to a hospital that’s 
capable of doing dialysis, they 
should have an (intensive-care 
unit) present, there should be a 
defibrillator — and if they had 
all things they could still be 
dead,” he said. 

Talbot added if the drinker 
passes out after completing 
their feat, they could vomit and 
flood their lungs with hydro¬ 
chloric acid from their stom¬ 
ach. 

“If you survive that, you will 
no longer be the athlete you 
used to be because you won’t 
have the lung capacity ... it’s 
really hard to overemphasize 
how foolhardy an exercise this 
is,” he said.

Streets vs. brothels. 

Brothels don't protect 
women, former vice 
detective says 



After working as an escort in 
Edmonton for a year, Michelle 
said a bordello sounds like a 
good idea. 

Following brothel mogul 
Denis Hof’s comments Wed¬ 
nesday to bring his bunny 
ranches to Alberta, Michelle — 
who asked her last name not 
be published — said the busi¬ 
ness model could offer escorts 
more security. 

“It’s all about safety for the 
girls,” she said. “Customers’ 
safety, too — they have a lot of 
horror stories as well. It keeps 
everything on the honest.” 


New laws in the works 


The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada struck down prostitu¬ 
tion laws in December. 


• Reacting to the court’s 
decision, the federal gov¬ 
ernment is now working 
on new laws. 


• The court gave Parlia¬ 
ment until December to 
have new laws in place. 


Darly Doows, who works 
with Michelle and other es¬ 
corts, said creating regulations 
would protect both sex work¬ 
ers and their clients. 

As a self-proclaimed escort- 
facilitator, Doows said his job 
is to ensure escorts go to the 
gym, get routine checkups 
and link them with potential 
clients. 

“There is a whole bunch 


of rules a smart escort has,” 
Doows said, adding he sees the 
benefits of a brothel in the city. 

“Where would you go buy 
steak if you couldn’t buy it 
from a butcher shop — off the 
street?” he asked. 

Former Edmonton police 
vice detective JoAnn McCart¬ 
ney said while brothels are 
physically safer, they are not 
doing anything to protect a 
women’s psychological health. 

“I think prostitution is vio¬ 
lence against women and men 
and kids,” she said. “I don’t see 
constructive things in broth¬ 
els.” 

With more than 27 years 
working with sex workers, Mc¬ 
Cartney said less women are 
murdered in a brothel setting 
versus street prostitution, but 
the psychological damage is 
the same. 

“Working in a brothel, they 
are kept under control more 
and they have no access to 
social workers, or people who 
tell them they don’t have to 
do (it) if they don’t want,” she 
said. 

With access to support ser¬ 
vices, including outreach vans, 
sex workers on the street are 
constantly reminded there are 
other options, she said.

Land purchase moves ahead on downtown arts centre 



The group hoping to bring four 
new theatres and an outdoor 
galleria space to the down¬ 
town core has moved forward 
with a major land purchase for 
the project. 

The proposed Downtown 
Academic and Cultural Centre 
was first pitched last year, with 
the proponents eyeing a space 
north of the new Royal Alberta 
Museum and the CN tower. 

Recently the group made a 
major land purchase and next 
week the project will return 
before city council to discuss 


acquiring some city land. 

“We did purchase a bit of 
land (at) 103A Avenue and 101 
Street and next week we’re go¬ 
ing to council, back to execu¬ 
tive committee, providing 
them with an update,” said 
Godfrey Huybregts. 

Huybregts said the city’s 
proposed contribution would 
mostly be land the city con¬ 
trols in the area, which they 
will be asking councillors to 
consider formally transferring. 

Huybregts added the $100 
million in private donations

they have identified, as part of 
the funding model, is almost 
halfway to the goal. 

“It’s incredible the commit¬ 


ment that people are willing to 
make to this project without 
having even the design plans 
finalized or a shovel in the 
ground,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
not sure if council will be able 
to commit next week to the 
land transfer, because there 
are some details that still need 
to be worked out. 

“This council has never dis¬ 
cussed this project, so council 
still needs to get on board and 
may need some more informa¬ 
tion.”

We’ve all been soaked. We’ve 
all returned from a vacation 
in which a couple quick 
long-distance calls and a few 
checks of our email amount¬ 
ed to $300 in roaming fees.

Alley Kat — one of three 
microbreweries in the area

local clients. 

“More people have been 
open and willing to tiy craft 
beer and are more supportive 
to the local producer scene in 


general,” said Charlene Lang¬ 
ridge, manager of sales and 
marketing. 

Production has increased 
substantially at the local brew- 
eiy, specifically in their craft- 
beer production, thanks to the 
increased popularity. 

Staff at Beer Revolution 
— one of Edmonton’s new¬ 
est craft-beer locations — say 


their customers crave the con¬ 
stant change of flavours. Since 
they first opened in May, they 
have had about 650 different 
beers featured. 

“People are getting away 
from the macrobreweries. 
Once they tiy microbreweries, 
there’s no going back,” said 
general manager Luke Sifk. 

With other beer markets 
such as the Underground Tap 
and Grill, Brewsters, Mlct and 
Craft Beer Market, local con¬ 
noisseurs say there’s no deny¬ 
ing Edmonton’s changing ap¬ 
petite. 

“It’s just basically a shift 
in eveiyone’s mindsets,” said 
Langridge.

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Police warn 

of tailgate 
thefts 


Big spike. Police 
see rise in northeast 
Edmonton 


Edmonton police are warn¬ 
ing pick-up drivers to watch 
their backs, after a string of 
tailgate thefts in the north¬ 
east end of the city. 

The service has seen 15 
thefts so far this year, in¬ 
cluding four in just the last 
week. Const. David Webber 
said taking the tailgates is 
incredibly easy for some 
criminals. 

“These trucks are newer 
model vehicles and they are 
stealing tailgates that can 
be removed in less than 20 
seconds with no tools,” he 
said. 

Webber recommended 
drivers lock the tailgate, but 
also consider special tailgate 
locks available at auto part 
stores and other outlets. 

He said even a simple 


household item can be used 
to prevent the thefts. 

“A simple hose clamp can 
actually be attached to that 
where it’s disconnected and 
it will prevent it from be¬ 
ing removed so quickly,” he 
said. 

Steve van Nieuwlcerlc, 
co-owner of Navus Environ¬ 
mental Consulting, said his 
company hasn’t been a re¬ 
cent victim, but they have 
replaced several tailgates in 
the last few years. 

Van Nieuwlcerlc said 
when thieves hit his vehicle, 
they took the tailgate with 
enough care to take a rear¬ 
view back up camera with¬ 
out damaging it. 

“They knew exactly what 
they were doing. They took 
off the tailgate, took off 
the latches and they didn’t 
cut the wire, they reached 
underneath and unclipped 
the camera,” he said. 

He said the company now 
takes extensive precautions. 

“Any trucks that are in of¬ 
fice, we have them back up 
within a foot of something 
so that no one can even 
open a tailgate.”

“It was the most stress¬

Despite the loss, Lisa 
hasn’t given up on online 
dating and is now taking pre¬ 
cautions to ensure she won’t 
be fooled again, including an 
online-dating seminar led by 
Edmonton dating expert Sam 
Duggal. 

Duggal, creator of Promo¬ 
tion Dating, teaches women 
to identify warning signs on 
dating profiles and take steps 
to protect their privacy. 

“If I was a woman and I 
was looking at a guy’s profile, 
one of the main things is if 
you see a pixilated or grainy 


photo or maybe even no 
photo, that can be a big red 
flag,” Duggal said. 

Const. Nadine Swist, from 
the Edmonton police’s eco¬ 
nomic-crimes section, said 
they see about 20 cases like 
Lisa’s each year. 

“We have eveiything from 
people who have sent a few 
hundred dollars to people 
who have remortgaged their 
house,” Swist said. “If you’re 
sending money to a person 
you haven’t met, don’t send 
any money or personal infor¬ 
mation that you are not will¬ 
ing to lose. 

“Anything you send, espe¬ 
cially over the Internet, once 
it is gone, it’s gone.”

A University of Calgary study 
has found that the percent¬ 
age of people using social as¬ 
sistance is lower than it was 
four decades ago in every 
province except Ontario. 

Ron Kneebone of the 
School of Public Policy 
looked at data from all of 
the provinces between 1969 
and 2012. 

The percentage of those 
receiving assistance in On¬ 
tario in 2012 was 7.6 per 
cent, up from the four per 


cent it was in 1969. 

Newfoundland and Lab¬ 
rador’s social assistance rate 
was nine per cent in 2012, 
half what it was in 1969 at 
18 per cent. 

Quebec has also seen its 
numbers fall to seven per 
cent two years ago from just 
under 10 per cent in 1969. 

Alberta had the lowest 
welfare rate in 2012 at just 
3.2 per cent, down from five 
per cent four decades ago.

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Second zoo may kill giraffe 


Death threats sent to Copen¬ 
hagen Zoo, which last week¬ 
end killed a healthy giraffe 
named Marius and fed it 
to lions in front of a young 
audience, have not deterred 
another Danish zoo from the 
same course of action. 

Jyllands Park Zoo is seek¬ 
ing a female giraffe that 
would replace one of its two 
males — a seven-year-old, 
also named Marius. The zoo 


claims the animal could not 
stay without threatening the 
breeding programme, and 
would be difficult to re-house. 

“If we are told we have 
to euthanize (the giraffe) we 
would of course do that,” Jyl¬ 
lands Park zoolceeper Janni 
Lojtved Poulsen told Den¬ 
mark’s TV2, adding that she 
was “completely behind” 
Copenhagen Zoo’s decision. 

An online petition de¬ 


manding Jyllands Park “trans¬ 
fer (Marius) to alternative 
accommodation and spare 
his life” reached 4,000 signa¬ 
tures in a matter of hours. A 
spokesman for animal wel¬ 
fare group PETA gave support 
for the campaign: “Zoos keep 
animals on display like living 
museum exhibits and dispose 
of them when they become 
inconvenient.”

CSEC. Watchdog review 
clears spy agency’s airport 
data experiment 


A federal watchdog says Can¬ 
ada’s electronic eavesdropping 
agency did not invade the online 
activities of Canadians during a 
controversial study of wireless 
communication at airports. 

The independent body that 
monitors Communications Se¬ 
curity Establishment Canada 
says the spy agency’s effort 
wasn’t about mass surveillance 
or the tracking of Canadians. 

A CSEC document obtained by 
CBC — originally leaked by for¬ 
mer U.S. spy contractor Edward 


Snowden — suggested informa¬ 
tion was taken from an unidenti¬ 
fied Canadian airport’s free Wi-Fi 
system over a two-weelc period. 

In a new posting on its web¬ 
site, the CSEC watchdog says it 
has since questioned eavesdrop¬ 
ping agency employees about 
the project. 

It says the effort was used by 
CSEC to understand global com¬ 
munication networks and was 
not directed at Canadians or 
people in Canada.

At noon EST Thursday, the Olym¬ 
pics in Sochi changed — and 
some people are suggesting not 
for the better. 

That was when the Canadian 
men’s hockey team took to the 
ice against Norway and began 
their 11-day pursuit of the Olym¬ 
pic gold medal. 

So despite Patrick Chan be¬ 
ginning his chase for the elusive 
Canadian dream of winning the 
first men’s singles figure-skating 
title, most Canadians were glued 
to TV sets in homes, offices and 
bars to watch Sidney Crosby, 
Drew Doughty and other NHLers. 

Dr. Janice Forsyth, director 
of the International Centre for 
Olympic Studies at Western 
University, said the non-NHL 
athletes need more support, at 
least for the 17 days of the Sochi 
Games. 

“This intensive focus that we 
have on hockey is understand¬ 
able from a cultural point of 
view, but I think the media isn’t 
doing our athletes in our sport 
system any favours by not giv¬ 
ing the other athletes their due 
attention,” Forsyth said. 

Forsyth said even though the 
women’s hockey coverage has 
improved, it has nowhere near

the same interest as the men. 

“In Canada, there is just that 
intensive focus that we have on 
hockey — and it’s mostly around 
men’s hockey, let’s face it. It’s 
really challenging when you 
don’t see the other athletes get¬ 
ting as much attention,” she said. 

Forsyth said the focus on 
men’s hockey is a “detriment to 
the other sports.” 

“It’s because the NHL is tak¬ 
ing a break and they’re trying 
to generate excitement from 
the NHL crowd in the Olympic 
Games, just spinning the NHL 
model a different way, this time 
where the athletes actually rep¬ 
resent their country,” she said. 

“In terms of trying to support 
the other athletes and generat¬ 
ing support, it’s not necessarily a 
good thing.” 

There is more balanced cover¬ 
age of all athletes in Quebec, she 
said. 

“We could actually learn a les¬ 
son from Quebec because they 
really do hold up their athletes 
as role models, and not just the 
hockey players,” Forsyth said. 

“They’ve got a really good 
funding base in the province, 
they’ve got good opportunities 
for sponsors — of course corpor¬ 
ate sponsors step up the plate — 
and media is very supportive of 
all of the athletes.” 



Infrastructure fund. Cash 
to flow to both big cities and 
small communities: Harper 


Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
says a $ 14-billion infrastructure 
fund will help out both big cities 
and smaller communities alike. 

The cash from the New Build¬ 
ing Canada Fund will be doled 
out to provinces and municipal¬ 
ities over the next decade start¬ 
ing this spring. 

Harper says the framework 
to distribute the money has now 
been completed. 

Nearly $10 billion has been 
set aside for infrastructure and 
community projects in the prov¬ 


inces and territories — with $1 
billion of that earmarked for 
communities with populations 
under 100,000. Another $4 bil¬ 
lion is set aside for projects of 
“national significance.” 

Ottawa will contribute up 
to half the total cost of projects 
dealing with provincial high¬ 
ways and major roads as well as 
public transit, while pitching in 
one-third for others. 

The infrastructure money was 
originally announced in the 2013 
federal budget, the Canadian press

Man sentenced to 
life in prison for 
killing ex-reporter 

A fantasy game enthusiast 
was sentenced to life in 
prison Thursday for beating 
a former Pensacola news¬ 
paper reporter to death with 
a hammer and buiying his 
body in a concrete-covered 
pit in Georgia. 

William Cormier III was 


so desperate for money that 
he killed Sean Dugas in the 
fall of 2012 so he could steal 
his $100,000 collection of 
fantasy role-playing cards for 
the game Magic: The Gather¬ 
ing, prosecutors said. 

Jurors convicted Cormier 
of first-degree murder after 
a little more than an hour 
of deliberations. Cormier 
showed no reaction as the 
verdict was read. Dugas’ 
parents broke down in sobs 
as the verdict was read.

The International Olympic 
Committee has asked Rus¬ 
sian authorities to clarify 
why an activist who criticized 
the environmental impact 
of Olympic construction in 
Sochi has been sentenced to 
three years in prison.

sentenced Wednesday for 
spray-painting a fence of a 
property in a forest where 
construction is banned, ac¬ 
cording to his lawyer. 

Human Rights Watch 
urged the IOC to press Rus¬ 
sian authorities to free him. 

IOC spokesman Mark Ad¬ 
ams said Thursday, “We have 
asked Sochi for further clarifi¬ 
cation.” However, Adams said 
Vitishko’s sentence involved 
a “matter that was not in 
relation to the Olympic 
Games.” the associated press

EXIT has four themed 
rooms: The Lost Ship, Ancient 
Egypt, Prison Escape and Lab- 
oratoiy Escape. Groups of any¬ 
where from two to six people 
have 45 minutes to figure out 
how to get out by using critical 


thinking skills to solve challen¬ 
ges and riddles. 

“It involves a lot of differ¬ 
ent skills to solve,” said owner 
Justin Tang, who discovered 
the concept in his homeland of 
Hong Kong, where it is wildly 
popular. 

“You need some basic math 
and you need teamwork, so it’s 
not only thinking; it might be 
some action where you have to 
co-operate with a teammate.” 

The “real life escape room” 
business was inspired several 
years ago by “escape room” 
video games popularized in 
Japan, and has already taken 
off in the U.S., England, Switz¬ 
erland, Japan, Taiwan, Malay¬ 
sia, Thailand and Mainland 
China. 

Swiss company Adventure 
Rooms has a similar facility in 
Kitchener, Ont. 

Tang said business is boom¬ 


ing and he has already had 
about 7,000 players come 
through since he opened in 
October. 

“I’ve been in Canada for over 
16 years, and I really think that, 
especially in British Columbia, 
we need more entertainment,” 
he said, chuckling. 

“I explored around the 
world and I found this idea, and 
I think that Canadians definite¬ 
ly enjoy this kind of experience, 
and so far what I’ve heard from 
my customers is positive.” 

Tang added he has already 
had franchise inquiries from 
San Francisco, Montreal and 
Toronto. 

He has booked players as 
young as nine, but because of 
the sophistication of the game, 
he said it is recommended for 
ages 16 and up. The cost per 
game is $22.99 per person plus 
GST. 



Facebook expands its 
gender identity choices 


You don’t have to be just male 
or female on Facebook any¬ 
more. The social media giant is 
adding a customizable option 
with about 50 different terms 
people can use to identify their 
gender as well as three pre¬ 
ferred pronoun choices: him, 
her or them. 

Facebook said the changes, 
set to launch on Thursday, in¬ 
itially cover the company’s 159 
million monthly users in the 
U.S. and are aimed at giving 
people more choices in how 


they describe themselves, such 
as androgynous, bi-gender, 
intersex, gender fluid or trans¬ 
gender. 

“There’s going to be a lot of 
people for whom this is going 
to mean nothing, but for the 
few it does impact, it means the 
world,” said Facebook software 
engineer Brielle Harrison, who 
worked on the project and is 
herself undergoing gender tran¬ 
sition, from male to female.

The latest storm to roll off na¬ 
ture’s assembly line this win¬ 
ter spread heavy snow and 
sleet along the U.S. Northeast 
corridor Thursday, while util¬ 
ity crews in the ice-encrusted 
South laboured to restore 
power to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of shivering residents. 

The sloppy weather shut¬ 
tered schools and businesses, 
grounded more than 6,000 
flights on Thursday alone and 
created more back-breaking 
work for people along the East 
Coast, where shovelling has be¬ 
come a weekly chore — some¬ 
times a twice-weekly one. 

“Snow has become a four- 
letter word,” said Tom McGar- 
rigle, chairman of the Delaware 
County Council, in suburban 
Philadelphia, where a fourth 


snowstorm above 15 cm in one 
season marked a historic first. 

Baltimore awoke to 38 
centimetres of snow. Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., had at least 20, shut¬ 
ting down federal offices and 
the city’s two main airports. 


New York City took nearly 25 
centimetres, parts of New Jer¬ 
sey 28. Boston expected 10 to 
15, while Connecticut and Mas¬ 
sachusetts were looking at 30 
or more.

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin on Thursday wished 
Egypt’s military chief victoiy 
in the nation’s presidential 
vote, even though he has 
yet to announce his bid — a 
strong endorsement signal¬ 
ling Moscow’s desire to ex¬ 
pand its militaiy and other 
ties with a key U.S. ally in the 
Middle East. 

Putin appeared to be cap¬ 
italizing on a growing move 
by Gulf nations — particu¬ 
larly Saudi Arabia — to move 
the Middle East off its trad¬ 
itional reliance on the United 
States. 

Egyptian Field Marshal 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi’s visit to 


Moscow comes amid reports 
of a $2 billion Egyptian arms 
deal with Russia to be funded 
mainly by Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates, 
which is part of Egypt’s shift 
to reduce reliance on the 
United States. 

“The United States’ influ¬ 
ence is steadily waning in 
the region for several years,” 
said Gamal Abdel-Gawad, a 
political analyst at Cairo’s 
Al-Ahram Center for Political 
and Strategic Studies. “Trad¬ 
itional allies like the Saudis 
are becoming more and more 
suspicious, and U.S. credibil¬ 
ity in the region is at stake.” 

Without naming the 
United States, the Kremlin 
criticized what it regards as 
U.S. interference in the inter¬ 
nal affairs of other countries. 
Russia’s ties with the U.S. 
have been badly strained by 
disputes ranging from Syria’s 
civil war, to missile defence 
plans in Europe, to Moscow’s 
human rights record.

China has restored com¬ 
munications with its space 
program’s troubled “Jade 
Rabbit” moon rover, but en¬ 
gineers are still working to 
fix its mechanical problems, 
state media reported Thurs¬ 
day. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency cited Pei Zhaoyu, 
the lunar probe program’s 
spokesman, as saying the 
rover had survived the fri¬ 
gid cold of the lunar night 
that started Jan. 25. 

The “Jade Rabbit” rover 
was designed to roam the 
lunar surface for three 
months while surveying for 


natural resources and send¬ 
ing back data. But it ran into 
problems as it was shutting 
down in preparation for the 
lunar night, which lasts two 
weeks. 

The problems were a rare 


setback for China’s burgeon¬ 
ing space program, which in 
recent years has conducted 
space walks and placed a 
space station in orbit. 

Pei said the rover had 
“come back to life” despite 


space experts’ earlier con¬ 
cerns that it might not 
survive the extremely low 
temperatures of the lunar 
night, when the temper¬ 
ature drops to - 180 degrees 
C (- 292 F). 


“The rover stands a 
chance of being saved now 
that it is still alive,” Pei was 
quoted as saying. He said 
it was still unclear what 
caused the problem.

Boston Marathon organizers 
said Thursday a tribute to 
victims, survivors and first 
responders will be held on the 
anniversary of the bombings

Martin Walsh and Gov. Deval 
Patrick. The 118th running of 
the Boston Marathon is set for 
April 21. “On April 15, we recall 
the courage, compassion, and 
commitment of our great city 
and its people,” Walsh said in 
a statement. Prosecutors allege 
that Dzhokhar Tsamaev, 20, 
and his older brother, Tamerlan 
Tsamaev, built and planted two 
pressure cooker bombs near 
the finish line of the marathon. 
Tamerlan Tsamaev died fol¬ 
lowing a shootout with police 
several days later.

Class-action lawsuit has 
expanded, claiming

Victims of the Lac-Megantic 
train disaster aim to sue Ottawa 
for allegedly failing to prevent a 
railway with the poorest safety 
record in North America from 
shipping highly explosive cargo 
through their town. 

A runaway train canying 
crude oil derailed last summer 
and exploded in the centre of 
the Quebec community, killing 
47 people and destroying part 


of the downtown core. 

The lead lawyer for an 
existing class-action suit has 
now expanded the long list of 
defendants to include the Attor¬ 
ney General of Canada, which 
delegates regulatoiy powers to 
the Canadian Transportation 
Agency and Transport Canada. 

In the document, lead law¬ 
yer Daniel Larochelle alleges 
Transport Canada did not suf¬ 
ficiently sanction the Mont¬ 
real, Maine & Atlantic Railway, 
even though the department 
was aware of the company’s 
repeated violations, including 
train drivers allegedly failing 
to apply a sufficient number of 
brakes.

Richard: Mark, I am not a cold- 
hearted man. I like love stor¬ 
ies as much as anyone and, as 
a fan of Say Anything, almost 
well up whenever I hear Peter 
Gabriel’s In Your Eyes. But the 
sledgehammer romance of 
Winter’s Tale left me feeling 
bruised rather than buoyed. 
The mix of metaphysical ro¬ 
mance, magic realism and 
demonic revenge is a strange 
stew that worked well in the 
book by Mark Helprin but 
seems to have lost something 
in the translation to the screen. 


I feel the sight of Colin Farrell 
flying above New York on a 
winged Pegasus is best left in 
the mind’s eye. 

Mark: Richard, sometime in 
the ’80s, I was dating a girl who 
gave me a copy of the book, 
which she said was the “great¬ 
est novel of all time.” I read 
about a third of it, tossed it 
on the floor, and subsequently 
broke up with her. So obviously 
the stoiy, with its magic/tragic, 
hocus/pocus view of romance 
isn’t for me. This is not a poor¬ 
ly made movie. It’s lovely to 
look at, has some fine acting, 
and has a lot of good dialogue 
mixed in with the bad. But Ri¬ 
chard, there’s a magic horse 
in it. That horse will separate 
those who will be enthralled 
by the film from those who 
think it’s embarrassing hooey. 
Guess which group I fall into? 


RC: I’m with you on the Pega¬ 
sus and it’s a credit to the 
charm of Colin Farrell and Find¬ 
lay that the romantic side of 
the tale comes alive at all. The 
first meeting between Peter 
and Beverly, over a cup of tea, 
is simple, effective and bristles 
with starry-eyed tension. More 
of that and less of the magic 
horse and I might have bought 
into the stoiy. As it was I felt 
like I was strapped to a chair 
and force-fed all the Valentine’s 
Day episodes of Touched by an 
Angel. What did you make of 
Russell Crowe? He seemed like 
he was having fun with his de¬ 
monic gangster routine, but did 
it work for this movie? 

MB: Yes, Crowe is one of 
the things in the movie that 
worked for me. It was the cast¬ 
ing of his boss that was ridicu¬ 
lous, a preposterous cameo 


that threw off the already pre¬ 
carious balance of the film. 
When he came onscreen, there 
was no turning back from its 
silliness. But even if I accept 
the movie on its own ridicu¬ 
lous terms, it still has a major 
problem. It’s like a two act play, 
but the two halves don’t cleave 
together. The second act, which 
happens in present day New 
York, feels rushed and arbitraiy. 
At least the first act takes some 
time building characters and 
mood. What did you think of 
the female lead, Jessica Brown 
Finlay? 

RC: She’s beautiful, a little frail 
and doesn’t get buried by the 
schmaltz. I thought she was 
nicely cast. 

MB: As was William Hurt. Al¬ 
ways nice to see him working 
again.

It’s Valentine’s Day, which 
doesn’t mean you need to 
torture yourself with a film 
affirming the power of love. 
Instead, snuggle up with one 
that speaks to the other ex¬ 
treme: that love can die. 

Gone With the Wind ( 1939 ) 

Deplorable ode to the South 
rising again or the artistic 
pinnacle of the Hollywood 
studio system? It’s both — 
and it’s also one of the great 
anti-romances. Shot down by 
Ashley Wilkes (Leslie How¬ 
ard), Scarlett O’Hara (Vivien 
Leigh) instead toys with the 
affections of dashing ladies’ 
man Rhett Butler (Clark 
Gable). After 3 3 A hours of 
being jerked around, he’s 
finally had enough. His weary 
lciss-off — “Frankly, Scarlett, 
I don’t give a damn” — has 
been replayed till it barely 
has any meaning, but it’s 
truly one of the most badass 
eff-yous in the movies. 

We Won’t Grow 
Old Together(1972) 

Best. Title. Ever. In Maurice 
Pialat’s unforgiving, power¬ 
fully unsentimental drama, 
we see the last throes of the 
union between a miserable, 
fortysomething filmmaker 
(Jean Yanne) and his much 
younger girlfriend (Marlene 
Jobert, Eva Green’s mom). 
Perhaps once he was alluring, 
but his career has stagnated 


and he’s become an emotion¬ 
ally abusive cad who’s gotten 
too used to having an under¬ 
standing, weak-willed par¬ 
amour.” (His “pet name” for 
her appears to be “rat.”) It’s 
an insightful examination of 
mutual neediness. 

Modern Romance (1981) 

Albert Brooks is Woody 
Allen if Woody Allen didn’t 
love himself. The “Albert 
Brooks” character (at least 
early on) is a self-absorbed 
monster who targets mates 
the way a cat does a mouse. 
His second directorial fea¬ 
ture begins with Brooks’ 
Hollywood editor breaking 
up with his girlfriend (Kath¬ 
ryn Harrold). He immediate¬ 
ly regrets this, then spends 
half the movie trying to win 
her back. Once she relents, 
he instantly suspects her of 
infidelity. Though a com¬ 
edy, and a very funny one, 
it’s the darkest kind, one 
beloved by no less a warm¬ 
hearted soul than Stanley 
Kubrick. 

She-Devil (1989) 

Likewise, there are lots 
of movies about jilted 
lovers (Diary of a Mad 
Black Woman springs to 
mind), but too few where 
the wronged party plots 
an elaborate revenge then 
gradually and patiently sees 
it through to the bitter end. 
Justifiably peeved that her 
husband (Ed Begley) has run 
off with a beautiful woman 
who looks like 1989- 
era Meryl Streep (Meryl 


Streep), a portly housewife 
(Roseanne Barr) plays a long 
con that slowly unravels 
every piece of her ex’s new, 
splashier life. Wait: they’re 
fighting over Ed Begley? 

Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind (2004) 

Oh, if we could erase the 
bad memories of a failed 
relationship, as Jim Car¬ 
rey’s sad sack does in Char¬ 
lie Kaufman and Michel 
Gondry’s manic break-up 
fantasy. Crippled after his 
relationship with free-spir- 
it alkie Kate Winslet ends 
horribly, he finds that his 
solution only makes him 
long for the good times be¬ 
ing zapped from his brain 
along with the bad. As 
Woody Allen concluded in 
Annie Hall, we repeatedly 
put ourselves through the 
often atrocious and upset¬ 
ting process of dating be¬ 
cause “we need the eggs.” If 
only we didn’t. 

Blue Valentine (2010) 

First they’re falling in love. 
Then they’re breaking up. 
Then they’re having hot 
sex for the first time. Then 
they’re having crap sex, prob¬ 
ably for the last time, in a 
weird hotel room. Back and 
forth, over and over again, 
goes this look at a couple 
(Michelle Williams and Ryan 
Gosling), whose romance 
doesn’t go the full mile. It’s 
easy — it’s really, really easy 
— but damned if the struc¬ 
ture doesn’t hurt gangbusters 
anyway.

Epitome of a child 

star. Shirley Temple’s 
films were the stuff 
of escapist fantasy — 
here are some of her 
finest moments 


Franklin Roosevelt once 
said: “As long as our coun¬ 
try has Shirley Temple, we 
will be all right. When the 
spirit of the people is lower 
than at any other time dur¬ 
ing this Depression, it is a 
splendid thing that for just 
15 cents, an American can 
go to a movie and look at 
the smiling face of a baby 
and forget his troubles.” 

As America’s top box- 
office draw from 1935 to 
1938, the tiny Temple gave 
the country some much 
needed escapism. Retired 
from movies by her early 
20s, she was an early epit¬ 
ome of the child star, one 
who never fell into the kind 
of trouble that has haunted 
many young sensations 


since. But whereas many 
child stars have appealed 
primarily to young audi¬ 
ences, Temple beguiled a 
largely adult movie-going 
nation with what film critic 
David Thomson called her 
“elfin perfection”: “a phe¬ 
nomenon who had only to 
be observed for an audience 
to be held.” 

Here are some of the 
films that Temple shined in: 

Bright Eyes (1934) 

It’s in this film that Temple 
gave perhaps her most be¬ 
loved performance, singing 
On the Good Ship Lollipop 
down the aisle of an air¬ 
plane. The rows of adoring 
men (and everyone else, for 
that matter) swoon at the 
cuteness. The movies don’t 
always have to be compli¬ 
cated things. 

The Little Colonel (1935) 

Along with The Little Rebel, 
this was one of two films 
Temple made in 1935 with 
the tap-dancing great Bill 
“Bojangles” Robinson. 
(They also made two other 


movies together.) They were 
a striking pair. Separated by 
race, decades in age and 
several feet in height, they 
were nevertheless a perfect 
match, particularly in their 
famous staircase dance se¬ 
quence. The racial politics 
of The Little Colonel are by 
no means spotless (Robin¬ 
son plays a broadly smiling 
servant), but Temple and 
Robinson’s magical har¬ 
mony in dance may have 
left a more powerful im¬ 
pression. 

Curly Top (1935) 

This film contained one of 
Temple’s biggest hits, Ani¬ 
mal Crackers in My Soup, 
in which she serenades her 
orphanage at mealtime, “I 
walk around like Noah’s 
Ark/ I stuff my tummy like 
a goop.” The New York 
Times said of Curly Top: “So 
shameless is (the film) in its 
optimism, so grimly deter¬ 
mined to be cheerful, that 
it ought to cause an epi¬ 
demic of axe murders and 
grandmother beatings.” But 
Temple, the review noted, 


Danes eye Oscar again 


The Hunt. Story about 
a modern day witch 
hunt, starring Mads 
Mikkelsen, in running 
for best foreign film 


When Danish director Thomas 
Vinterberg wrote the script for 
The Hunt — one of this year’s 
contenders for best foreign 
language film — he pictured 
a young Robert de Niro as 
the lonely teacher whose life 
crumbles because of an inno¬ 
cent he. 

But when fellow Dane 
Mads Mikkelsen, known for 
his roles as the icy villain in 
the James Bond movie Casino 
Royale and the brilliantly evil 
Hannibal Lecter on TV’s Han¬ 
nibal, signed on, his vision 
changed. 

“It was really awesome 
when I got Mads,” he said. “But 
I had to rewrite the script.” 

Vinterberg says his original 
idea was that the lead charac¬ 
ter, Lucas, would be a young, 
tough blacksmith. However, 
he toned it down and turned 
him into a humble, quiet kin¬ 
dergarten teacher, popular 
with the children. 

The small-town teacher be¬ 


comes the victim of a modem 
witch hunt over a five-year- 
old’s false accusation of pedo¬ 
philia. 

“I changed it because I 
thought it would be a much 
more interesting combina¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Vinterberg won’t speculate 
about the chances of his film 
winning the Academy Award, 
which would be Denmark’s 
fourth foreign-language Oscar. 

The small Scandinavian 
countiy’s reputation for film- 
making could help his chan¬ 
ces. 

Gabriel Axel, who died 
Sunday, won Denmark’s first 
foreign film Oscar for Ba- 
bette’s Feast in 1987 and Bille 
August’s Pelle the Conqueror 
won the award a year later. 

Susanne Bier was the 2011 
winner with In a Better World. 

And enfant terrible direc¬ 
tor Lars von Trier has brought 
Danish films a whole new 
audience. 

Vinterberg himself broke 
into the international spot¬ 
light some 16 years ago for

Though a child, Temple was 
often the best actor in her 
films. 

Wee Willie Winkie ( 1937 ) 

Long before John Ford 
teamed up with John 
Wayne, he (fresh off win¬ 
ning the best picture Acad¬ 
emy Award with The In¬ 
former) directed the slightly 
more diminutive Temple in 
this film. Loosely based on a 
Rudyard Kipling short story, 
it’s about a British regiment 
fighting rebels in India. Re¬ 
viewing the film, novelist 
Graham Greene — so con¬ 
vinced by Temple’s adult- 
lilce gestures — claimed she 
was just masquerading as 
a child. He suggested that 
Temple’s adult admirers 
were responding to “her 
well-shaped and desirable 
little body, packed with 
enormous vitality.” A sub¬ 
sequent lawsuit over the re¬ 
view bankrupted the maga¬ 
zine, Night and Day.

Ever since the New York 
Times started its Modern 
Love column nearly 10 years 
ago, editor Daniel Jones has 
been inundated with love 
stories. From the unbeliev¬ 
ably romantic to the flat-out 
unusual, he’s pretty much 
seen it all. 

Though he says he doesn’t 
have all the answers to love’s 
big questions, Jones has 
learned a thing or two about 
the subject, which he’s shar¬ 
ing in his new book, Love Il¬ 
luminated. 

In honour of Valentine’s 
Day, we called up Jones and 
got him to share some of 
the biggest love lessons he’s 
learned after reading the 
roughly 50,000 love stories 
that have landed in his in¬ 
box. 

If the idea of dating over¬ 
whelms you, get offline 

“There’s this belief that the 
more people you meet or go 
out with, the more chance 
you have of finding that one 


special person,” Jones says. 

“But from what I’ve seen, 
people have much better 
luck starting with a small 
group instead of searching 
for that perfect person with¬ 


in dozens and dozens.” 

Jones tells us that even 
with the popularity of on¬ 
line dating, people are still 
falling in love the same way 
they did in the past: by meet¬ 



ing potential dates through 
friends, work or hobbies. 

“Less is more,” he says. 
“Go on a trip with a small 
group of people or join a club 
based on your interests.” 

If whenever you meet 
someone great you still have 
the sneaking suspicion that 
someone even better is out 
there, Jones again makes the 
case against online dating. 

“Everything about online 
dating is encouraging you 
to seek perfection in some¬ 
one. ... Someone you fall for 
in real life may be the least 
likely person you’d choose if

you saw him or her online,” 
he says. 

Recognize the difference 
between a sign and a 
coincidence 

One thing Jones has noticed 
is that even though finding 
love is getting more math¬ 
ematical and scientific, 
people are grasping onto 
signs of fate more than ever. 

So how do you know if 
something is truly a “sign” 
that you’ve found the perfect 
person? 

“A sign is meaningful if it 
says something about you or 
what you want in a relation¬ 
ship,” Jones says. 

Sharing the same birth¬ 
day or having a random 
friend in common doesn’t 
say anything about you; it’s 
just a coincidence. 

There’s no substitute for 
physical chemistry 

Thousands of people have 
written to Jones about fall¬ 
ing in love online before 
meeting in person. While 
not doubting the very strong 
emotional bonds made, 
he warns it doesn’t always 


translate into physical chem¬ 
istry, even when you expect 
it to. 

“Sharing your deepest 
emotions online just feels so 
close, but it’s not,” he says. 

“It’s a controlled relation¬ 
ship that only exists in one 
narrow area. A real relation¬ 
ship involves the whole per¬ 
son.” 

Fragmented relationships 
can be fulfilling... but not 
forever 

“In the dating world, it’s easy 
to break yourself up into 
pieces and have sex with 
someone without caring 
about that person and then 
have a really deep connec¬ 
tion with someone you don’t 
have sex with,” Jones says. 

And it isn’t always a bad 
thing; it just shows you 
aren’t ready to be in a fall 
relationship. 

“When you’re in school, 
in your first job or your 20s, 
not eveiyone wants the re¬ 
sponsibility of a fall relation¬ 
ship,” he explains. 

But if you do want the 
real thing, you have to give 
it your all.

House of Cards is 
back. Kevin Spacey 
returns as a depraved 
soon-to-be VP 


“Did you think I’d forgotten 
you?” asks Francis Underwood, 
addressing us viewers near 
the end of the second-season 
House of Cards debut. Then he 
roguishly adds, “Perhaps you 
hoped I had.” 

As if! 

Portrayed by series star 
Kevin Spacey, Underwood, 
the soon-to-be-swom-in vice- 
president, has a delicious way 
of conspiring with the audi¬ 
ence in his Beltway depravity: A 
sly aside, a knowing roll of his 
eyes, a caustic pronouncement 
shared only with us. 

Though many of the first- 
season batch of episodes are 
sparked with Underwood’s in- 
our-face declarations, he keeps 
his own counsel until late in 
this second-season kickoff. 

“There is but one rule,” he 
reminds us in its final moments 
— “hunt or be hunted.” 


Writing comes first

Happily for us, another 12 
new episodes keep Underwood 
on the hunt as Netflix releases 
the full second season on its 
website Friday. 

Set in Washington in the 
current day, House of Cards is a 
loose reinvention of the 1990s 
British political thriller of the 
same name. 

It premiered a year ago and 
instantly established Netflix as 
a bold new contender in the 
world of original video, steal¬ 
ing thunder from such august 
cable networks as HBO and 
AMC while landing the first 
major Emmy nominations for a 
streaming video series. 

In short, this Cards game 
was a game changer, forcing 


viewers (and the industry) to 
think outside the box: The box 
known as TV. 

Now Underwood, formerly a 
ranking U.S. congressman, has 
plotted his way into the vice 


presidency. But there’s no hint 
he’s satisfied with that lofty 
perch, if the first four hours 
made available for preview are 
any indication. Even as he faces 
growing threats that could lead 
to his downfall, he’s driven to 
climb higher, whatever it takes. 

“That’s the interesting thing 
about Francis: He has no al¬ 
legiance, not even to a party,” 
says Spacey with an admiring 
laugh. 

Actually, Underwood does 
seem to have a precious pair 
of allegiances: To his own ac¬ 
cumulation of power and to his 
wife, Claire, his loyal partner-in- 
crime, played by Robin Wright 
(who last month won a Golden 
Globe for her performance). 

Last season, Underwood 
memorably stated that he loves 
his wife “more than a shark 
loves blood.” As he navigates 
the political world, and taps 
into the underworld, his collu¬ 
sion with Claire is one of the 
series’ most fascinating ele¬ 
ments. 

Interviewed last week, 
Spacey is natty in a blue pin¬ 
stripe suit, open-collar shirt 
and swank olive green oxfords. 
At 54, he looks younger and 
more easygoing than Under¬ 
wood, who, despite unflagging 
Southern charm and boundless 
energy, seems weathered by 
the pressures of his job and his 
insatiable ambition. 

“There is so much I don’t 
know about Francis, so much 
that I’m learning,” says Spacey, 
clearly pleased to be granted 
even more time to explore him: 
Netflix recently announced 
plans for a third season. 

“I’ve always thought that 
the profession closest to that of 
an actor is being a detective,” 
he goes on. “We are given clues 
by writers, sometimes clues 


they’re aware of and some¬ 
times not. Then you lay them 
all out and try to make them 
come alive as a character who’s 
complex and surprising, maybe 
even to yourself.” 

Spacey’s mid-career entiy 
into series stardom comes 
after many distinguished films, 
including LA. Confidential, 
Glengarry Glen Ross, Se7en and 
Recount, as well as The Usual 
Suspects and American Beauty, 
for which he won his two Os¬ 
cars. 

Since 2003, he has focused 
on stage work as the artistic dir¬ 
ector of London’s Old Vic The¬ 
atre, which has only reinforced 
for him a central tenet of his 
craft: “The primaiy function of 
an actor is to serve the writer, 
not ourselves,” he says. “If you 
serve the writing, you will be in 
the right place.” 

“An astute actor like Kevin 
really does respect the text,” 
says Beau Willimon, House of 
Cards creator, writer and show 
runner. “But the whole reason 
scripts exist is to capture actors 
doing interesting things. What 
the audience is watching is the 
actors’ emotional life and their 
human behaviour. A script is a 
strategy to tap into that human 
behaviour. 

“This,” he sums up, “is a col¬ 
laborative endeavour.” 

Spacey’s many Old Vic col¬ 
laborations include the title 
role in Shakespeare’s Richard 
HI, whose diabolical champion, 
he notes, served as a template 
for the House of Cards hero. 

“I absolutely know that 
without the work I’ve done at 
the Old Vic,” says Spacey, “I 
wouldn’t have been ready to do 
Francis Underwood.” 

For one thing, doing Ri¬ 
chard III helped Spacey master 
the direct address. 


Reinventing TV 


Spacey hearts 
House of Cards’ 
role in television’s 
3rd golden age 

Movie star-tumed-Netflix 
ambassador Kevin Spacey 
would reveal nothing 
ahead of the Season 2 
premiere Friday, preferring 
to keep his focus on the 
streaming service’s emer¬ 
gence as a slick alternative 
to traditional network and 
cable television. 

“If I could have ever 
imagined finding myself in 
a situation where I was do¬ 
ing a series, I don’t think I 
could have hoped for better 
collaborators, a more inter¬ 
esting character to play,” 
Spacey said during a recent 
phone interview from New 
York, adding that there’s no 
question the Netflix model 
is a success. 

“Maybe we’ve learned 
the lesson that the music 
industiy didn’t learn — and 
that’s give people what 
they want, when they want 
it, in the form they want 
it in, at a reasonable price. 
And the chances are they’ll 
buy it and not steal it,” he 
adds. 

“I think that for audi¬ 
ences, the platform just 
doesn’t matter anymore.” 

Expectations were 
high when House of Cards 
debuted last year as the 
online service’s marquee 
property, a star-stacked 
political saga that promised 
to reinvent home entertain¬ 
ment for good. 

Spacey says he never felt 
any pressure to make sure 
the dark series succeeded, 
placing his attention solely 
on the work and his ap¬ 
preciation for TV’s upswing 
into “a third golden age.”

“I did it for 10 months, in 12 
cities around the world,” says 
Spacey, “and I got to see the 
glee and naughty delight from 
an audience being told, in ef¬ 
fect, ‘I’m gonna do this thing 
and you’re not gonna believe 
I’ll get away with it, so you 
hang on and watch.’ 

“If I hadn’t seen all those 
faces, I don’t know if I would 
have known what I’m looking 
at now doing House of Cards, 
when I look down the barrel of 
a camera lens.”

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The Hoth World Tour: Hedley dives 
into a frozen cross-country jaunt 



Nothin’ a few Canadian 
boys can’t handle. 

Despite the chill, singer 
Jacob Hoggard says 
he’s looking forward to 
hitting the open road 


It’s days before Hedley are set 
to launch a cross-Canadian 
tour during one of the coldest 
winters in recent memoiy, 
and Jacob Hoggard is sipping 
meticulously brewed java on 
the sunny deck of his Vancou¬ 
ver home. 

He’s counting down the 
days until the tour starts with 
evident excitement, while 
also trying to soak up the soli¬ 
tude — and relative warmth. 

“It’s our Hoth World Tour,” 
the 29-year-old said with a 
laugh in a recent telephone 
interview, referencing the fri¬ 
gid, ice-encrusted planet from 
The Empire Strikes Back. 


“We’re no stranger to brav¬ 
ing the Canadian winter, and 
as true Canadian boys in the 
true north, I think it’s some¬ 
thing we’ve grown accus¬ 
tomed to. (But) it’s not always 
easy. It can be really harsh 


or really dry and if you’re a 
singer it can be the least ideal 
element to be faced with. 

“We do it because we 
know that in these cold dark 
Canadian months, there’s not 
a whole lot of other bands 


touring. In the summertime 
you have your pick. You can 
see whoever you want on 
whichever day you want. But 
we know, growing up be¬ 
ing music fans, that in the 
wintertime there’s really not

a lot to choose from.” 

The tour launches Friday 
in Prince George, B.C., and 
will wind through nine prov¬ 
inces total (soriy, P.E.I.) before 
wrapping in Abbotsford, B.C., 
on April 12. 

Early in the tour, the pop 
hitmalcers will be supported 
by a team of openers includ¬ 
ing Danny Fernandes, JRDN 
and Alyssa Reid while East 
Coast rapper Classified will 
join in for some major arena 
shows later in the tour. 

“We want fans to experi¬ 
ence a bunch of different 
kinds of music,” Hoggard says 
of the eclectic lineups. 


The tour is in support of 
their latest album, Wild Life. 
Released in November, it al¬ 
most immediately passed the 
platinum mark — Hedley’s 
fifth straight release to do so. 

And consistency is in¬ 
deed a priority for Hoggard. 
The former Canadian Idol 
contestant has issued new 
material with near-obsessive 
punctuality: five albums 
delivered two years apart, 
always in autumn (with the 
exception of the band’s self- 
titled debut, Hedley, which 
preceded the fall season by a 
mere two weeks). 

“I think I really do suffer 
from an acute case of ADD 
because I can’t sit still and do 
the same thing for too long,” 
Hoggard said. 

“A lot of bands go: ‘Well, 
I’m done. I’ll take a three- 
month vacation.’ I take a 
three-day vacation and I feel 
ants crawling all over my 
body.”

spring to see if Can’t Choose 
can take the R&B/soul record¬ 
ing of the year. 

For young artists tiying 
to break into the business, 
Croucher said getting an edu¬ 
cation is the most important 
thing. He wanted to study jazz 
in university and never had 
the opportunity, but still got a 
band together that played gigs 


around town. 

“Focus on songs. Make great 
songs,” Croucher said. “If you 
believe in it, don’t stop.” 

Croucher said he doesn’t 
plan on slowing down, nor does 
he think this could be the peak 
of his career He still wants to 
collaborate with Pharrell one 
day, and would like to keep 
improving as a songwriter.

The sixth and final season 
of Star Wars: The Clone Wars 
will be shown exclusively 
to Netflix subscribers in the 
U.S. and Canada beginning 
March 7 as part of a licensing 
deal announced Thursday. 

The Los Gatos, Calif., 
company has already 
pledged to spend about $3 
billion this year on licens¬ 
ing video as it tries to ex¬ 
pand its audience of 48 mil¬ 
lion worldwide subscribers. 


A significant chunk of 
that money is being ear¬ 
marked for video that can 
only be seen on Netflix. 
One of the company’s most 
popular exclusives, the Em- 
my-award winning political 
drama House of Cards, re¬ 
turns for its second season 
on Friday. 

The resurrection of The 
Clone Wars will finish the 
story that was still un¬ 
resolved when Time Warner 
Inc.’s Cartoon Network can¬ 
celled the series following 
the fifth season. Cartoon 
Network dropped the series 
after Time Warner rival Walt 
Disney Co. bought the Star 


Rebel Alliance 


• Disney has also struck an 
agreement with Netflix 
that allows the Internet 
video service to show the 
next wave of Star Wars 
movies shortly after they 
leave theatres. That deal 
begins in 2016. 


Wars franchise as part of its 
2012 acquisition of Lucas- 
film. 

Besides showing all 13 
episodes of the sixth season, 
Netflix’s video-streaming 
service gained the exclusive 
rights to the director’s cut 
of previous seasons of The 
Clone Wars. 

Netflix is emerging as a 
popular alternative for TV 
series cancelled by broad¬ 
cast and cable networks. The 
company revived the critic¬ 
ally acclaimed comedy Ar¬ 
rested Development last year 
and plans to bring back the 
mystery The Killing.

CBC's Fresh Tracks tap national talent to celebrate Team Canada's accomplishments. The Olympic-themed songs 
are designed to leave a lasting impression of the most memorable moments at Sochi

Whether or not you’re a fan 
of Nikki Yanofsky’s I Believe, 
you’re no doubt thinking of 
the 2010 Vancouver Winter 
Olympics when you hear it. 

After all, the song, or at 
least the melody, was played 
over and over again through¬ 
out the Games, when a consor¬ 
tium including CTV held the 
broadcast rights to the event. 

With the CBC in control of 
broadcasting the Sochi Games, 
it’s more difficult to pinpoint 
one song that will take us all 
back to those memorable mo¬ 
ments. 

The CBC has chosen to roll 
out Fresh Tracks, five Olympic- 
themed songs by Canadian art¬ 


ists that play during the Games 
to accompany montages of 
some of Team Canada’s most 
notable accomplishments. 

Fefe Dobson’s Celebrate and 
Down With Webster’s Feel So 
Alive have already made their 
debuts, while Roch Voisine’s 
Living Out My Dreams, the of¬ 
ficial anthem for Team Canada, 
will appear on Wednesday. The 
song is also available on iTunes. 

Broken Teeth, by Sam Rob¬ 
erts Band, will make its debut 
on Saturday, and We Are 
Gold, by Star Academie final¬ 
ist Andee, will premiere next 
Wednesday. 

Fresh Tracks is the result of 
a partnership between the CBC 


and Sony Music Entertainment 
Canada and Universal Music 
Canada. It’s the brainchild of 
Trevor Pilling, head of pro¬ 
gramming for CBC Sports and 
Hockey Night in Canada. 

He said playing five differ¬ 
ent songs allows the CBC to 
promote a variety of Canadian 
artists and to reach different 
audiences. 

“I think what the consor¬ 
tium did was fantastic and it 
worked great for them, and 
we’re taking a slightly different 
approach. ...Neither (approach) 
is wrong or right,” said Pilling. 
“We’ll leave it up to the viewer 
to determine how they feel 
about it.” 


Overcoming obstacles and 
attaining success figure prom¬ 
inently in the Fresh Tracks 
songs. Several of the artists 
said they were inspired by 
their own struggles when at 
the writing stage. 

New Brunswick native Voi- 
sine said he was honoured that 
Living Out My Dreams would 
play during the Sochi Olym¬ 
pics. He’ll also be travelling 
to the Russian city this week 
to play some shows for the 
athletes and their families, he 
said. 

“The inspiration behind the 
song is that in order to make 
it, you have to work hard and 
have people around you who 


believe in you,” he said. “And 
then when the Olympics ap¬ 
proached, we thought we 
could make that initial idea an 
Olympic song.” 

Tyler Armes, bassist and 
keyboardist with Toronto’s 
Down With Webster, said Feel¬ 
ing So Alive, which proved to 
be popular on the Twitterverse 
when it debuted, is veiy much 
about his own band’s journey 
to success. 

“ft just wraps up the whole 
sentiment of the band. It’s 
about living for today and not 
about living for tomorrow,” he 
said. 

Pilling said he’s not neces¬ 
sarily concerned about the pos¬ 


sibility that no one song will 
be readily associated with the 
Sochi Games. 

Yanofsky, of course, became 
a household name after the 
Vancouver Games. Still per¬ 
forming, the jazz-pop singer 
has a new album and single in 
the works. 

With Fresh Tracks, Pilling 
said the CBC is hoping to cre¬ 
ate a “moment” with as many 
viewers as possible. 

“It’s an opportunity to cre¬ 
ate something that can last, 
that can make an impression 
on someone, and even if it only 
stays in their mind for a day, or 
maybe a really long time, that’s 
a blessing,” he said.

Canada fights 
off early jitters 


Men’s hockey. Canucks 
overcome slow start 
to dominate Norway 


Several minutes after Norway 
took the ice for its pre-game 
warm-up on Thursday, pucks 
still hadn’t arrived. Players 
skated or just stood around 
waiting. 

It turned out to be a pre¬ 
view of the second period, 
when Team Canada found its 
groove after a slow start and 
simply dominated the Nor¬ 
wegians on its way to a 3-1 
victoiy in its opening game 
of the Olympic men’s hockey 
tournament. 

It was a stark contrast from 
Canada’s scoreless, sluggish 
first period, which players at¬ 
tributed to nerves more than 
any technical adjustments. 

Mentally, though, it was 
like a switch got flipped. 

“You’re playing your first 
game and eveiyone’s prob¬ 
ably thinking about where 
they need to be and systems 
— probably a thousand things 
going through their minds,” 
captain Sidney Crosby said. “I 
think just once we settled in 
and realized how we play and 
how we need to play, we start¬ 
ed to get some good results.” 

Canada, which got goals 
from Shea Weber and Jamie 
Benn during the second and 
one from Drew Doughty later 
to provide insurance, was 
tenuous at best and sloppy at 
worst early on. Being unsure 
of the big ice, of new team-

mates, of unfamiliar oppon¬ 
ents, led to pucks hopping 
over sticks and players going 
offside at inopportune times. 

Getting quality shots 
wasn’t possible because the 


puck wasn’t getting into 
prime scoring areas. 

“I thought in the first per¬ 
iod we didn’t execute as well 
as we’d like,” coach Mike Bab¬ 
cock said. “I thought we tried 
hard, didn’t execute.” 

Babcock-coached teams 
are all about detail-oriented 
execution. When that was 
lacking, Norway was able to 
use tight, five-man units to 
frustrate the Canadians and 
keep them off the scoreboard. 

Some of the credit has to 
go to Norway, but the proof 
of Canada’s control over this 


game came almost immedi¬ 
ately after the first intermis¬ 
sion. Suddenly the puck was 
only in the offensive zone, 
and it looked like the NHL 
stars were toying with infer¬ 
ior competition. 

“We probably calmed 
down, played our game a little 
more, kept pucks in, hunted 
really good, put pucks on net 
and went there — found re¬ 
bounds, second chances and 
really controlled the puck, 
controlled the pace,” winger 
Chris Kunitz said.

Women’s curling. 

Canadian rink eyeing 
first gold since ’98 as 
it moves to 5-0 


So much for this supposedly 
being the most open women’s 
Olympic curling tournament 
yet. 

Canada’s Jennifer Jones is 
turning it into a procession. 

The Winnipeg skip was in 
solid form Thursday as Canada 
beat both Denmark and Switz¬ 
erland by identical 8-5 scores 
to remain undefeated after five 
games and move to the brink 
of the semifinals. 

“I don’t know if we are 
making it look easy,” Jones 
said, “but we are coming out, 
playing well and making the 
big shots when we have to.” 

Canada now has beaten 
all of its big rivals — Sweden, 
Britain and the Swiss — in the 
opening four days as it goes for 
its first Olympic gold medal in 
the women’s event since 1998 
when the late Sandra Schmir- 


ler won in Nagano, Japan. 

In Jones, Canada has prob¬ 
ably the best women’s player 
in Sochi and she broke open 
a close game against Denmark 
by scoring three in the ninth to 
give her team an 8-5 cushion. 

She made the difference in 
the ninth against the Swiss as 
well, playing a draw that just 
slid by an opposition stone to 
settle in the four-foot for three. 

“There’s a reason why I’ve 
been playing with her for 
more than 20 years,” second 
Jill Officer said. “She is a great 
shooter, a great leader, a great 
skip. 

“It’s great she’s on top of 
her game.” 

Jones thinks Canada still 
needs two more wins to secure 
a top-four place. But six victor¬ 
ies has been enough to reach

the medal round in the three 
previous Olympic tourna¬ 
ments where there have been 
10 teams. 

Sweden (4-1) is pulling out 
all the stops just to stay in 
reach of the Canadians. 

The two-time defending 
champion won both of its 
games Thursday on the final 
shot, scoring one with the 
hammer to beat Switzerland 
9-8 in the morning session, 
then earning a steal to beat 
Denmark 7-6. 

“We had a really good team 
spirit today,” said Sweden skip 
Margaretha Sigffidsson, who 
acknowledges Canada is the 
team to beat. “At this point, 
yes. 

“But we aren’t in the play¬ 
offs yet. Then it can change.”

The Danish men led 2-1

Danish skip Rasmus 
Stjerne pulled one back in the 
seventh to cut the deficit to 
5-4 but Jacobs responded in 
the eighth to make it 6-4.

As the most dominant skater 
on the planet for the past three 
years, Patrick Chan has been 
peering over his shoulder, skat¬ 
ing with a target on his back 
that had grown increasingly 
heavy. 

Canada’s three-time world 
champion goes into Friday’s 
long program at the Sochi 
Olympics in second place, 
looking at someone else’s 
back for a change — and it’s 
a position the Toronto skater 
doesn’t mind at all. 

“I like being in second, I 
like being in the chase. It’s 
exciting,” Chan said afterward 
— sounding more relaxed 
post-competition than he has 
in a while. 

Yuzuru Hanyu — a 19-year- 
old Japanese phenom who 
lives and trains in Toronto — 
won the short program with a 
whopping world-record 101.45 
points, making him the first 
man in history to break the 
100-point barrier. 

The 23-year-old Chan, who’s 
gunning for Canada’s first-ever 
Olympic gold in men’s singles, 
scored 97.52, landing a beauti¬ 
ful quadruple toe loop-triple 
toe loop combination to open 
the program. But he slightly 
over-rotated a triple Axel that 


was so big it got away from 
him. 

Chan is well ahead of third- 
place Javier Fernandez of Spain 
(86.98), setting up virtually a 
two-man race Friday for gold. 

It was a rough night for 
Canada’s other two skaters. 
Kevin Reynolds of Coquitlam, 
B.C., was 17th in the short pro¬ 
gram after falling twice. Liam 
Firus of North Vancouver, B.C., 


was 28th and didn’t qualify for 
the long program. 

Chan’s night, by compari¬ 
son, wasn’t nearly so dramatic. 
He felt relieved he didn’t fall 
on his triple Axel, saying he 
could tell when he looked on 
the replay that he “had way 
more height than normal.” 

But Chan’s performance 
was otherwise flawless.

Christine Nesbitt finished far 
off the Olympic podium Thurs¬ 
day in a race she once domin¬ 
ated. It was a disappointing 
chapter in a frustrating season 
for the Canadian speedslcater. 

The 26-year-old from Lon¬ 
don, Ont., finished ninth in the 
1,000 metres at Adler Arena 
after winning Olympic gold in 
the distance four years ago. 

The opposing skater in 
Nesbitt’s pairing, China’s 
Zhang Hong, won gold for 
her country’s first long-track 
medal. Zhang’s time of one 
minute 14.02 seconds was 
almost seven-tenths quicker 



than the field. 

Ireen Wust of the Nether¬ 
lands was .67 seconds back 
and teammate Margot Boer .87 
behind for silver and bronze re¬ 
spectively to bring the number 
of Dutch speedskating medals 


to a dozen. 

It was more hope than ex¬ 
pectation Nesbitt would stand 
on the podium again in Sochi, 
because she hadn’t won a med¬ 
al this World Cup season. 

“It’s been such a crappy sea¬ 
son, excuse my language, and 
eveiy time I feel like I’m getting 
better something’s happened 
or I haven’t quite figured some¬ 
thing out,” Nesbitt said. 

Post-2010, Nesbitt earned 
multiple World Cup titles and 
set a world record of 1:12.68 in 
Januaiy, 2012. 

So when she opened her sea¬ 
son at home in November more 
than two seconds off that time, 
Nesbitt looked bewildered. 

“I don’t really want to talk 
about it,” Nesbitt said after the 
1,000 metre. “I still have the 
1,500 in a few days and the 
team pursuit coming up.”
